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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

The appeal brief filed on 9/27/2006 has been considered and dismissed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 3, 4 and 8-12 allowed. The following is an examiner's statement of 
reasons for allowance: 

Regarding the independent claim 1, the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest the invention of a single component yellow emitting electroluminescent phosphor 
having an emission with an x color coordinate from 0.42 to 0.500 and y color coordinate 
from 0.420 to 0.440, along with other claimed limitations. Claims 3 and 4 are allowed 
due to claim dependency. 

Regarding the independent claim 8, the prior art of record does not teach or 
suggest the invention of an electroluminescent lamp including a single component yellow 
emitting electroluminescent phosphor having an emission with an x color coordinate 
from 0.42 to 0.500 and y color coordinate from 0.420 to 0.440 5 along with other claimed 
limitations. Claims 9-12 are allowed due to claim dependency.
